A FLORIDA traveler has recently in- 


terviewed John Tyler, thu son ol tho 
ex-President, and who, when Executive 
Secretary, was called junior. 
Ho is 


now nn old man nnd in areat poverty. 
Ilia brother Robert is uead, but the 
survivor stated that his sister, a maiden 
Indv, was the inmntc of a home founded 
nt Washington by Mr. Corcoran. The 
ex-President's namesake retains all the 
courtly manners whidt so distinguished 
the successor of General Harrison, qnd 
the father who gave to hii jjarty as much 
trouble as Hayes is now giving to his. 
Tho Florida interviewer emphasized this 
new and remarkable initanco of tho ups 
and downs of mortality. The grand- 
father of the present John Tyler and 
of his sister was a revolutionary patriot 
and Virginia statesman of renown; there

It is matter of judicial history that 


the legal-tender clause of the greenback 
act was sustained with difficulty in tho 
Supreme Court of the United States.— 
The decision sustaining it is put upon 
the express power given by the Consti- 
tution to borrow money,and tho implied 
power to emit (nils of credit, helped out 
by the war power* of tha Government 
and considerations growing out of tho 
the supreme crisis in which the country 
then was. 


I have thus briefly alluded to the ju- 


dicial decision by which tho greenback 
•was finally established as a legal-tender, 
nnd to tho grounds upon which that de- 
cision rests, to show that no support 
can be found in it or in the Constitution 
for legal-tender fiat money.

of war can be urged in its behalf, and it 
would be silly to base the power to issue 
It upon the authority to borrow money 
when any redemption or payment of it 
U to be forbidden by the law that cre- 
ates it

According to a letter from Alexandria 


in the Allgtmfint Z'itiuign Turkish 
slave-ship was captured recently by nn 
English vessel, nnd tho slaves it con- 
tained, consisting of seventy women nnd 
ten men, were, liberated. The men vol- 
unteered into the Egyptian army, but 
it was more difficult to dispose of the 
women, as they hnve no notion of lib- 
erty, nnd if left to themselves would 
probably have been drafted, without 
making any resistance, into sonic Mus- 
selnmn's harem.

to the 1'nshft of the district with offers to 
buy some of the female slaves, but the 
1'aahii declared he would not pirn with 
them unless they jiot married. He then 
announced that any soldier or civilian 
wishing to marry one of the slaves would 
have to pay G tfialers for her dowry, but 
that the women would bo allowed to 
choose their husbands from among thoso 
who should present themselves for the 
purpose.

Two years ago the Wiscon- 
sin Legislature offered a prize of ten 
thousand dollars for a successful vehicle 
of this character, and appointed a board 
of Commissioners to decide between the 
competing vehicles. The test of suc- 
cess was to be the performance of a 
journey of at least two hundred miles 
on tho common roads of the state at an 
average rate of five miles per hour, 
working time. It was also stipulated 
that the machine should be so con- 
structed as to run in the ordinary wagon 
track, to be able to run backward and 
turn out of the road for the passage of 
other vehicles, and to be able to over- 
come a grade of at least two hundred 
f«ct to the tnilc, 
Last month a trial 


was had of two machines, one of which 
made the trip from Fort Howard to 
Madison, a distance of two hundred and 
ono miles, in tbirty-threo hours and 
twenty-seven uiinufci, thus beating tho 
proscribed 
time 
over 
"-ii-and-a-half 


iiiiur1-. 
At one time twenty-one miles 


was made in two hours and ten minutes. 
The commissioners report 
that tha 


'Oshkosh," the namo of the niachino 
referred to, made the prescribed trip 
of two hundred miles within the time 
allowed, and also hauled loads, plowed, 
and otherwise accomplished in a suc- 
cessful manner every test mentioned in 
the law or suggested by the commis- 
sion. They are not satisfied, however, 
that the machine is, in the spirit of the 
law, 
'• a cheap and practical substitute 


for the use of horses and other animals 
on the highways and farms." 
They find 


it unquestionably of great advantage in 


thrashing, and heavy hauling 
, 
, 


'rom farm to farm and on the h 
but it costs one thousand dollars, 
requires a daily expenditure of from two 
to six dollars to run it. 
For this rea- 


son they refuse to give it the prize of- 
fered by the Legislature, though they 
recommend that tho Legislature make 
tin allowance to the inventors of the 
machine for tho good they have already 
accomplished. The law provided that 
the pme should be open for competi- 
tion for five years, and it is probable 
that great improvements will be made, 
and judging from what has already been 
accomplished, it may be set down as 
reasonably certain that the work requir- 
ed will be accomplished nnd the prize 
won.
